The War—Severe Orders-Death of Arredondo
and Useto—Dying Decinrations of an losar-
ment Ublefaln.

HAvANA, March 19.—The recelpt of yester-
dny's Madrid telegram, announcing the discus-
slon in the press of that cliy as to the advisn-
bility of ceding the island of Cuba to the United
States, bae agaln awakened the dormant fears
of many S8panlards and cansed considerable stir
and excitement nmonf them. The Havann
Spaniards, with very few oxceptions, are all
vitterly opposed to any sach measure, not so
much out ot dislike to a change of nationality
without thelr will as to the hatred they enter-
tain toward the Cubans, In the eventof the
cesslon or sale of the lsland to the United
States, Epanlards and Americans would agree
excellently and live peaceably together; but the
Spaniards here are fully determined to fight on
their own hook, even if the mother country
ehould sell or give them away, Thatthey would
be upable to maintain themselves more than
a few weeks s u foregone conclusion.

The war ia the same old huut; no regular fghts,
no battles, and no peace. Plenty of scrimmages,
mumerous murders, and hatred anlimited. Une
party Is afraid and the other don't dare. The in-
surrection Is producing such s plentiful gupply
of bandits that after a while the Bpanish and
Cuban armies may have work enough to exter-
minate them Lo protect themselves. As o speci-
men of confldence, the law which prevented any
galt or provigions, except in small quantities and
with the permission of the authorities, from
being earried into the loterior from the towns,
has been abolished In the jurlsdictions of the
Vuelta Abajo, Havans, Matanzas, and Cardenas.
Plantation burning has again been inaugurated,
the last destroyed being that of Mre, Emerson,
vear Sagun; the lady s ao Ameriean, residing at
Wilmington, in Delaware, Six other planta-

tions were burned in the immediate vici-
nity of Sanctl  Spiritus, It has been
fully demonsirated to the satishsction of

the military officers that the Cubans receive aid
from the eitizens in the towns and on the fs-ms.
In consequeunce, the commander of Banc'i
Spiritus, Colonel O'Daly, has isened the follow-
ing order, which proves that the most severe
meagures must be resorted to, to prevent the
Cubans from fighting for their country or help-
ing their fighting countrymen. The doenment
issued by the Irish-8paniard O'Daly I8 a better
]Jroot of the power of the insurgents than all
ying denials of the Havana press, or the equally
exaggerated and untrue accounts published by
journals in the Cuban luterest, If both would
stiek close to the truth it would aid their respec-
tive canses more, But the order of Colonel
O'Daly I8 of paramount lmportance, showing

The plantations and jarms hnlnf an armed foros
will be considered as garrisoned by troopd, and to
such places the articles needed may be carrled by
the consent of the military commands.  Every In
dividual found in the country after nightfall or pre-
vious to the hoar fixed for leaving the settliements in
the morning will be treated as an insurgent,

The chiefs of the Zone and military detachments
will be held responsible by me for strios complhance
with thig order.

Progress of the Revolution—Forte Oabelle Be-
sleged—Laguayra and Caraocas in Dangor of
Unpiure.

PonrTo CaBrrro, March 9.—The whole city s
In o state of alarm, and the women and children
do not know where to dy for refuge from Lhe
inturgents, who, it 18 expected, will take the
city when they choote. Affalrs are in a much
worse stale than at my last; the Insurgents have
succeeded In nearly all their movements against
the Government troops, and feel confident of
overthrowing Monagas In & very short time.

The President, at last accounts, was on his
way to Coro on the war steamer Bollvar, with
eight hundred men; but he has met with ill sue-
cess thus far in his efforts Lo suppress the ro-
belllon, Hia intention was t0 reinforce the
troops at Coro and from thence to march
agajust the Insurgent army at Barquisemeto and
San Felipe, but while he has been |folng by sen
tc Coro the rebels have moved by land to this
vicinity and are now actively besieging this civy,
which is entirely at their mercy.

They have possession of all the approaches,
and allow nothing to pass, and we have had
no malls or communicaton with Valencla or
the interior for the past twelve days. They
have cut off the water main by which the c¢lty
is supplicd from theriver San Kstevan, and thore
12 none to be bad except from the old wells,
Skirmishes take place in the suburbs daily
between the Insurgents and the Government
troop#; but after o few shots the rebels usually
retire 10 the mountains.

(GGuzman Blanco, the prominent leader in this
revoluiion, apd who “1s the candidate for the
Presidency, hes landed on the coast of Oura-
mienate from C whance he was ordered
away by the King of flolland. and 1s sald to be
now at Ban Folipe, with & force of Insurgeuts
under his command. He has issued o procla-
matlon In relation to the demands of the revo-
1 ftt4a upon the Government, the
1 ardeulars of which have not yet come to hand.

Take

Laguayrm and Caraccas are In Imminent danger
ol capture; the revolutionists are in large force
io the immedinte viclnlty of these places, and
nearly or quite surroundlog them. They bave
700 troops at Macuto, n few miles from Laguayra,
and 1 more at Currisca, General Salazar is
operating at Gulgne.

The war steamer of the Government, the
Federation, has been ordered to Bareclona, to
assist in the operations against the reboels at
that place.

This port is full of vessels walting in vain for
freight, but nothing can reach here, owing to
the siate of slege we are in, and the stock In the
hands of our merchants I8 entirely exhausted.
Many have been compelled to leave in ballast
for other ports.

'DONOVAN ROSSA.

The Uelebrated Letter Publinhed In “La Mar.
seillnlne.”?

The follomng, from the London Telegraph, is
the text of the letter, sald to be written by the
conviet O'Donovan Rossa, and recently pub-
lished In La Marseillaise:—

I bave told you of the hypoerisy of these
English masters, who, after having piaced me in
a position that compelled me w rest upon my
kuees and elbows in order to take my foed, hall
starve me, deprive me of light, and give me
chalps and a Bible. I make no compiaiot of
the penalties which my masters require uw Lo
endure—my fate is to suffor; but 1 mulntaln that
1 bave the right to acqusint the world with the
trentment to which I am subjected, and that it is
illegal to an_i-prm my letter which speaks of that
treatment. ‘The minute precantions taken by the
prison authorities to prevent me from writing lot-
ters are as ridieulons ns they areabborrent, The
most outrageous procecding was to strip me
naked once a day during several mouothe, snd 1o
exumine my arms, legs, and all parts of my
body. This occurred at Milibank every day in
February and up to May, 1867. One day I re
sieted, and thon there came five officers, who
neealled me with blowe and tore of my cloth-
Ing. Once ] was enabled to send ontslde o let-
ter, and that procured me s visit from Messrs,
Roox and Pollock, two paolice magisirates,
What o mockery it was, to send two Govern-
ment officials to ascertain the troth concerning
English prisons! These gentlemen refused
to take note of what [ had of importance
to tell them. When I approached a subject
which did not suit them, they stopped me by
saying that with the discipline of the prison they
had nothing to do. Is not this troe, Messrs.
Pollock and Knox? When I told you that I had
been forced to bathe In the water that had
already been used by hall a dozen English pri-
sonerg, did yon not refuse to take notice of my
complaint? At Chatham a certain qoantity of
opium was given me to pick, and I was told that
1 would have to fast if lphu.d not completed my
tnek by a certain hour. “Perhaps,” sald I, “you
will pnnish me in the same manner if [do not
complete my task; that bos already occurred to
me ut Milbank.” *“How was that?” asked the
Governor. Then I related to him how, on
the 4th of July, baviog finished my tusk
ten misutes before the fixed period, I took up a
book. The officer saw me, accused me of
idling, and I was sentenced to bread and water,
and was confined in w dark cell for forty-eight
hours. Oue day I perceived my friend Edward
Duffy. He was very pale. Soon afterwards 1
o ard It sald that Duffy was eerlongly il and
the be bad expressed a desire to see me—we
had “« "u very intimate in Ireland. I sollelted
from thn SGovernor of the prison permission to
vigit him. He flatly refused. That was about
Christmas, 1867, and some wecks later a pri-
soner told me in o low tone, through the grating

of my cell, “Duffy
such o  thing had bappened  in
Russ what a pathetic story the English

would bhave considered it! 1f Mr. Gladstone had
been present at snch a death-gcene at Naples
what o picture he would have painted of it
Alh! smooth-spoken Pharisees mﬂlcklnﬁ in
hypocrisy—the Bible on your llpn, the devil in
your belfy. I owens word to the memory of
John Lynch. In the month of March, 1866, 1
found myself with him in the exerclse-yard, We
were 80 closely watched that he could hardly
eny these words to me, *‘The cold is killlng me."
But these English, what did they do?" They
removed us to London the day before Christ-
mas, Arrived at the prison, we were deprived
of our flannels, and we were left for months
sbivering with cold inour cells, Yes, they cannot
deny it; they assassinated John Lynch, but at
the inquiry, nevertheless, there was no luck of
officers forthcoming to prove that L{_nuh and
Duffy had been very tenderly treated. The lylng
of our English rulers exceeds the limiws of
imagivation. If T am to dle in prison, I con-
jure my family and my frlends not to believe a
word which these people say about me. Let it
not be suppesed that I am influenced by any
personal rancor [against those who have pur-
sued me with their falsehoods. I accuse only the
tyranny which renders necessary the malnte-
nance of such a system. Many times circum-
stances have reminded me of these words of
Muchiavelll, “that tyrants have an especial in-
terest in the circulation of the Bible, in order
that the mass of the people may learn its pre-
cepts and submit to pillage without resisting
the brigands."” While a slavish people practise
the morality and obedience which their priests
reach to them, tyrants will bave nothing to
ear. If this letter should reach my country-
men, I have a right to demand that they shall
raise their volces to insist that justice should be
done to thelreuffering brothers. May these words
tir the blood which now curdles in their veins.
I have been harnessed to a small cart, with a
knotted cord round myneck. Theknotwascon-
nected with a long pole, and two English prison-
ers were ordered to prevent the cart from re-
bounding; but they released their hold, the pole
sprang up in the air, and the knot gave way, If
the knot bad held tight, I should have been a
dead man, I affirm that it was not right to
place me in a position where my life depended
upon the acts of others, A ray of light pene-
trates through the bolts and bars of my prison,
It is the recollection of a day passed at New-
townnrds, where I met with Orangemen and
Ribbonmen who had forgotten thelr bigotry,
O'DoNovas Rossa, Political Convict.

When fully recov-
ered and questioned as to his feelings while in
g0 dangerous a place, the man sald he realized
i1t fully, and expected the next pair of wheels
that renehed him would cut off bis head or his
legs, but after a little he grew accustomed to it
and belfeved there was no danger.

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT.

A Man Instantly Killed by the Barsling of a
Fiy-wheel

-

The Memphis Avalanche of the 234 inst. says:

An lalisn named Jullos Lazaretto, em I:ayu!
in Larkin’s cotton press, wns Instantly killed by
the bursting of the fly-wheel of the engioe, be-
tween 8 and 9 o'clock yesterday morning. When
the deceased met his death, he was sitting ona
bale of cotton, with his back to the engine, and
about a dozen feot from the place where the
fly-wheel was revolving, recelving lnstructions
from she foreman in reference to the use of the
stencil plates. At the time the accident oc-
curred “the wheel was making about two
hundred revolutions a minute. The wheel
was an old one, and wns broken In two places,
one of the arms being enl.lral‘y gone, A strap,
or belt of ron, about two inches wide, was
riveted tightly to the wheel. It is supposed that
somo of the rivets had become loose, and while
the wheel wane in motion, the centrifugal
foree eaosed the broken segment o fly out ns if
propelied from a eannon. This segment, which
welgbed one hundred pounds, strack poor Laza-
retto on the head and shounlders, killing him in-
stantly. The foreman, Mr. George MeCormick,
who was standing alongside of the deceazod at
the time be met his death, had & very narrow

escape, the firon  striking the skirt of
his coat and tearing it into
shreds.  Jostice Klernan was notified and

held an Inquest on the bodv. The fireman, In
giving his testimony. stated that he informed
Mr. Larkin that the wheel wns unsafe n short
time since, nnd the jury returned a verdict of
anceidental death, and censured the proprictor
of the cotton press, Mr, Larkin states empha-
tically that he doea not remember of being noti-
fled of the fact, and Il such had been the ease
the llnat(cr would have had his immediate at-
tention.
